John Jackson, a secret service 


officer for the Missouri, Kansas and 


Texas railway here, was possibly 


fatally shot in the head, over the 


left eye, by a would-be Missouri 


Pacific train robber, from the rear 


door of a house of prostitution in 


Holden, at 4 o’clock this morning. 


The wounded man was brought 


to Sedalia 
at 
6 :30 o’clock 
this 


morning in a Missouri Pacific ca­ 


boose and was taken at once to the 


M ., K . & T . hospital, where he 


lies -in a precarious condition, the 


bullet, 
a 
38-calibre, 
not having 


been extracted. 


The details that resulted in the 


shooting are the most sensational 


known here since the West-Stub- 


blefield train robbery of November 


a year ago, and from the best in­ 
formation obtainable are about as 


follow s:

Shortly ai<er the arrival of Mis­ 


souri Pacific train No. 4 from Kan­ 
sas City, at 4:10 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon,, 
a 
middle-aged 
man, 


dressed in the garb of a farmer, 
nervous in the extreme, appeared 
at the company ticket office here 
and asked for someone in author- 
itv, as he had important informa­ 
tion that he desired to impart. 
The stranger was referred to F. 


H. Gray, chief clerk in the office 
of Division Superintendent Meade 


Stilwell, as the latter was in Kan­ 
sas City, and to Mr. Gray the vis­ 
itor narrated the details of a plot 
to rob either Missouri Pacific train 


No. 8 or No. 10, due here at 12:15 
and I ;50 a. m., respectively, Sun­ 
day night, Monday night or Tues­ 


day night. 
Mr. Gray listened to the stran­ 


ger’s story and became satisfied cf 
its truth. The informant said there 
was a woman in the case, and she 
was in the city and would corrobo­ 


rate what he had stated. 
She was sent for, and, step bj 


step, 
reiterated 
what Mr. Gray 
had been apprised of, convincing 
that 
gentleman 
that 
there 
was 


something in the story, and that 
the pointers received should be act­ 


ed upon promptly. 


According t® the story told by 


both the man and woman, whose 
identity cannot be made public at 


this time, two men were to board the 


front end of one of the’ two trains, 
on one of tlie three nights stated, 
at Holden, and ride to Centerview, 


eight miles east of Holden, where 


they were to detach the engme,and 
then order the engineer and fire­ 


man to proceed east with it. 
Then, according to «ftf sipry re- 


lated to 
Mr. G ray , the 
robbers 
w ere to go throu gh the train and 
rob the 
passengers, 
after w hich 
they w ere to hold u p the ex press 
m essenger and obtain 
all of the 
money and v alu ables possible from 
him. 
H a v ing learned all obtainable of 
the plans of the robber, M r. G ra y ' 
called

’phone a nd ask ed him to com e to 
the office at once, as he had im ­ 
porta nt inform ation for him . 
M r. H a r d y reached the office at 
5 :i5 o'clock , 
and

him to see tha t trains N os. 8 and 
lo w ere prov id ed w ith a su fficient 
nu m b e r of gu ard s to su ccessfu lly 
resist an 
a tta c k and captu re the 
robbers.

Sheriff Lear, at W a rrensb u rg, d i­ 
recting him to hav e a posse read y 
to board a special train and also to 
hav e a nu m b er of horses at C e n­ 


terv iew . 
S u pt. H a r d y then sent in a po­ 
lice alarm , to w hich Officer B a rt 
Ja c k son w as the first to respond , 
follow ed by N ight C hief Bailey , 
and the co-operation of the police 
d e pa rtm e nt w as ask ed in assisting 
in c a ptu ring the band its. 
F ou r m en w ou ld be 
su fficient, 
S u pt. H a r d y said , and C hief 
of 
Police P re ntice w as called for a 
consu ltation. 
It w as finally 
d e ­ 
cid ed tha t Officer B a rt Jack son, 
ex -night chief; J ohn Jack son, of 
the M ., K . & T . ; T om S m ith, ex ­ 
policem an, and R ob e rt 
R am sey , 
ex -d epu ty sheriff, shou ld go on the 
trip. 
W . I. C u nningha m , chief of the 
M issou ri Pacific secret serv ice, w as 
at C alifornia, bu t w as called to S e­ 
d alia by w ire, a nd w as b rou ght 
he r e on the “ pu she r” engine by 
E ngine e r J a k e Reilley .

Horses and v ehicles w ere also at 
hand , to be u sed in the ev ent tha t 
the train d id not arriv e on lim e, 
w hich w ou ld m ean, it was k now n, 
tha t the train had been held u p a 
D oran, fou r miles west of C e nte r­ 
v iew. 
T ra in N o 8 pu lled into C e nte r­ 
v iew prom ptly on time, how ev er, 
it hot hav ing been molested . 
T he 
gu ard s then got aboard the special 
again and followed No. 8 some 
three miles eastw ard , think ing it 
possible there 
m ight 
hav e 
been 
some m istak e as to the point of a t ­ 
tack , bu t nothing ou t of the ord i­ 
nary occu rred . 
T he special then ran west to D o­ 
ran sw itch, fou r miles east of H ol­ 
d en, 
w here 
the 
sid etrack 
was 
tak en, it then being 12 :35 o’clock . 
T he engine head light was e x tin­ 
gu ished and the coaches and ca­ 
boose d ark ened , bu t N o. 10 passed 
w ithou t the robbers m aterializing.

H old en, w here Sherifi' Lear had a 
conference w ith the tow n m arshal. 
T he sheriff w as apprised that the 
tw o w ou ld -be 
robbers cou ld be 
fou nd secreted in a hou se of prosti­ 
tu tion in the w estern su bu rbs, bu t 
w hen inv estigation was started it 
w as reported by 
a 
person 
w ho 
liv ed in an ad jacent hou se tha t the 
wo m en in qu estion w ere y ou ng 
•ellows w ho liv ed in H old en and 
were not the parties su spected of 
hav ing arranged the contem plated 
lold -u p. 
T he tow n m arshal stated that he 
k new the boy s, and tha t he d id 
not need any assistance in arrest­ 
ing them . 
T he entire posse w ere 
w illing to accom pany the m arshal, 
bu t he assu red them that their ser­ 
v ices were not need ed , so Officers 
B art Ja ck son and T om S m ith re­ 
tu rned to the train to aw ait d ev el­ 
opm ents. 


T he m arshal, 
accom panied by 
Sheriff Lear, U nited States D epu ty 
M arshal M orrison, the fou r W a r ­ 
rensbu rg officers, Bob R am sey and 
J ohn Jack son, proceed ed to 
the 
hou se of ill repu te for the pu rpose 
of learning w ha t they cou ld in re­ 
gard to the inm ates, bu t it was 
some time, Bob R a m se y say s 20 or 
25 m inu tes, before they gained an 
entrance. 
In the m eantim e, v oices 
w ere heard on the insid e, and also 
steps on the stairs, as if the v isit 
w as being prepared for. 
The members of the posse were 
stationed around the house, with 
Officer John Jackson at the rear 


door, when suddenly it was thrown 


open, and a tall man wearing a 


cap 
shov ed 
a pistol 
across 
the 
threshold and took a shot at J a c k ­ 
son, almost before he was aw are of 
the fellow ’s presence. 
T he w ou nd ed m an fell to the 
grou nd , whi-e the party w ho d id 
the shooting d ashed ou t throu gh 
the y ard and escaped by ru nning 
into a clu m p of trees in the rear, 
lie was shot at tw ice by m em bers 
of the posse as he ran, and re­ 
tu rned the same nu m ber of shots, 
bu t all fou r w ent wid e of their 
m ark . 
A s 
qu ick ly 
as 
possible, 
a 
stretcher was obtained and J a c k ­ 
son was conv ey ed to the d epot, 
where he was placed aboard of a 
caboose and brou ght to Sed alia, 
Clerk G ray , B art Jack son, T om 
Sm ith, Bob R am sey and D r. M u r­ 
ray , the latter of H old en, accom ­ 
pany ing him. 
A n ex am ination of the w ou nd 
by D r. M u rray d isclosed that it 
w 
^ 
was an ex trem ely d angerou s one, 
as a portion of the brain had oozed 
ou t, w jth the chances against re­ 
cov ery . T he d octor remaii*ed w ith 
Jack son u ntil he was tu roed ov er 
to the hospital phy sicians and re­ 
tu rned liome on the fast mail train 
at 8 o’clock this m orning. 


S u pt. H ard y 
rem ained on the 
scene, d eterm ined to leav e nothing 
u nd one lo effect the captu re of the 
tw o band its. 
H e prom ptly tele­ 
gra phe d to the 
sheriff of Bates 
cou nty at B u tler to send the cou n­ 
ty ’s blood hou nd s to H old en, and 
this forenoon the follow ing mes- 
gjjge w as receiv ed from M r. H ard y 
at com pany head qu arters here : 
“ W e hav e the small m an w ith 
the scar on his face.” 
I hi s m an, 
Mr. G ray say s, is the partner of 
the m an w ho sliot Jack son. 
H e 
was not seen to escape from the 
hou se after the shooting, and if he 
got ou t the posse that su rrou nd ed 
the place cannot ex plain how he 


d id it. 
T he tw o H old en y ou ng men w ho 
were in the hou se were tak en in 
cu stod y , bu t it was the belief of the 


officers tha t they k new nothing of 
the contem plated hold -u p. 


T he m an w ho was captu red this 
m orning and his partner, w ho shot 
Jack son, are said bey ond qu estion 
to be the parties w ho held u p the 
Missou ri Pacific station agent at 
Ind epend ence, M o., a few nights 
ago, at tl’e point of a rev olv er, and 
robbed 
him 
of 
qu ite a su m of 
money . 
T hey also 
robbed 
the 
Pittsfield , Johnson 
cou nty , post- 
office, last F rid ay night, secu ring 
abou t $5 0 in cash and a large nu m ­ 
ber of stamps. 
It is also believ ed , bu t this is not 
k now n positiv ely , that this is the 
same cou ple w ho held u p a Mis­ 
sou ri Pacific passenger train west 
of K ansas C ity , the night of the 
9 th inst., w hen sleeping car and 
other passengers were 
robbed of 
their m oney and v alu ables, after 
they had had rev olv ers stu ck u nd er 
their noses. 
T he m an w ho shot Jack son is 
said by Clerk G ray to be recogniz­ 
ed as one of the w orst d esperad oes 
in the we4 t. 
H e nev er retires at 
night w ithou t a rev olv er u nd er his 
head , and the slightest noise cau ses 
him to grasp the w eapon and be 
read y to u se it.

First he 
cu ts a great bu ndle of p ino n twigs, 
then he scratches a little trench where 
he wants his fence to ru n, and finally 
he sticks in the twigs in a row a few 
inches ap art. 
The soil of Cu ba is so 
rich and the weather so warm and 
moist that directly the twigs take root, 
thro w o u t branches and leav es, and 
p resently there is a dense hedge of 
p ino n trees enclo sing the field. And 
there are no nails to dro p o u t here no r 
boards to fall do wn and let in the cat­ 
tle, and the fence is good fo r a hu n­ 
dred y ears. 
No r is this the mo st curio us thing 
tha t o ne ma y see in Cuba .

g rew?

Louis, Kansas City, Jefferson City, 
Sedalia and other

there has been talk of holding the 
convention will undertake to du­ 
plicate the offer of California, a 
city which is situated twenty-five 
miles west of Jefferson City on the 
Missouri Pacific railroad. 
In the first place, the California 
people think that the convention 
should be held the latter part of 
June, or in July. 
“ If thi weather is hot,” says 
Mr. Wolfe, who is spokesman for 
the city, “ the convention can be 
held in a park, with a barbed wire 
fence 
to separate 
the 
delegates 
from the spectators.” 
He goes on to say that the Cali­ 
fornia fair grounds 
present 
an 
admirable location for a conven­ 
tion held under such arrangements. 
He says that the people will obli­ 
gate themselves to give a barbecue 
^lasting three days, and that edibles 
will be sold at the most reasonable 
prices imaginable. Following this, 
he goes on to anticipate objections 
on account of the lack of hotel fa­ 
cilities. 
The people, he says, will 
furnish tents and cots sufficient for 
all, and no one will be overcharged 
for anything. 
As a clincher on California’s 
claim, 
Mr. 
Wolfe reminds the 
democrats that while they are so 
persistent in eulogizing the sim^ 
plicity of Jefferson and Jackson it 
would be well to put some of their 
theories into practice. 
In his opin­ 
ion, no better evidence could be 
given by the Missouri democracy 
that it reveres the simplicity of 
Jefferson and Jackson than for the 
hosts of the party to assemble at 
the California fair grounds and 
nominate their state ticket, after 
having first appeased their hunger 
with barbecued meats and rested 
their weary limbs in tents and on 
cots. 
It would no doubt be a great 
treat to some of the delegates to 
attend such a convention. 
Dele­ 
gates who have had their clothes 
torn by alcoholic partisans of can­ 
didates will readily see the advan­ 
tages of being protected by a 
barbed-wire fence, and those who 
have attended conventions in small 
towns where the hotel proprietors 
seemed to be standing badly in 
need of money, judging from the 
bills they presented, may possibly 
see much merit' in the cots and 
tents, to say nothing of the barbe­ 
cued meats. 
There are thousands of demo­ 
crats in the state today who can 
testify 
to 
the 
indigestible

wrought- 
iron 
beefsteaks 
furnished 
them 
by 
hotel 
proprietors 
in 
the 
past when they were attending 
democratic conventions at small 
places, where it was a hard matter 
to get anything to eat. 
Nothing 
is considered more wholesome than 
barbecued meat, no matter whether 
rt is mutton, beef or shoat, and 
those who have attended country 
barbecues will testify to this fact. 
Juit how the democratic state 
committee will consider the offer 
of California is a matter for later 
consideration. 
One thing seems 
quite certain, and that is, none of 
the rival cities will 
make such 
terms for caring for the delegates 
and visitors. 
None of them seem 
to be so situated that they can of 
fer the pure brand of Jeffersonian 
and Jacksonian democracy which 
California undoubtedly has in orig­ 
inal packages and inexhaustible 
quantities.
